PROFESSIONAL SECTION MEETS 


The first meeting of the profession- 
al section of the board of trade was 
held yesterday afternoon and H. C. 
Tayler was elected permanent chair- 
man and representative of the section 
en the board. 

Prof Riddell, who is an active mem- 
ber of the professional section. brought 
to the members of the section one very 
important point in the matter of edu- 
cation. The professor stated that in the 
matter of commercial education, the 
great difficulty to be contended with 
hy the schools handling this line was 
that there was no such thing as a 
standard tnat the pupils had to reach 
in order to prove their proficiency. 
Pupils who came to the Alberta, as to 
every other college, stayed there long 
enough to learn a part of the course, 
but not long enough to become fully 
proficient. When they lefi, there was 
no government standard by which the 
business man wishing to employ their 
services might judge whether they had 
acquired a practical education in the 
commercial lines or not. What Profes- 
sor Riddell recommended was that the 
board take the matter up and go ito the 
board of education or the minister of 
education of the Province and suggest 
that commercial examinations should 
be provided for under the auspices of 
the department of education and cer- 
tificates for proficiency issued, just as 
ihey are issued now in regard to en- 
try to the model schoo! or graduation ; 
frcm the high school.

With reference to our continued con- 
verseation of December 13th., on the 
subject of lecation of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway in Edmonton, we may 
say that it will be impossible for the 
City of Eximonton to secure and give 
to your company the propercy they ask- 
ed for south of the Canadian Northera 
lecation, but as an alternative proposi- 
tion, we, as a committee duly repre- 
seriting the City of Edmonton make 
you the following proposition: 

First—The city of Edmonton will 
give to the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way acash bonus of one hundred 
thousand dollars (100,000.00) aiso a 
right to ‘ay down, main ain and oferate 
tne Lr two tracks for as long as will 
be available by the railway, over any 
property now owned by the city of Ed- 
monton and over and along any | 
streets that may be encountered with- 
in the limits following, that is to say 
from the east boundry of river lot 
fourteen; across block sixteen, river 
lot fourteen; inence across Kinistino 
avenue; then aking Seventh street;

shall be privileged to lay down from 
such tracks other tracks for the proper 
service of warehouses and other indus- 
tries that may locate adjacent there- 
to, the City of Edmonton requiring that 
the right of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
to lay such tracks to serve such whole- 
sale houses and other industries shall 
be subject to an equitable arrangernent 
with the Canadian Northern, and such 
as the Canadian Northern will grant 
over their tracks, the confines contem- 
plated by this clause being within First 
street, on the east, Peace avenue on 
the south.

“B” That the railway will be agree- 
able to a union station with the Cana- 
dian Northern, and such other railway3 
as may be in position io avail them- 
selves of such location; that such union 
station shall be on Canadian Northern 
location or immediately south or north 
or east thereof on First street. 

It is, of course, understood that if you 
are unabie to perfect arrangements 
whereby you shall avail yourselves cf 
the McKenzie avenue location, the city 
will be willing to agree to your locat- 
ing immediately north of the Canadian 
Northern Railway, or at Rat Creek. 
The station would, of course, require 
to be on First street, and the other 
provisions would, subject to change of 
jocation, apply. If it so happens "that 
you arrange with the Canadian Nor- 
thern to move northward, the City wil! 
co-operate with aview to arriving at 
a satisfactory arrangement as between 
the railway interests on the one hand 
and the City on the other. 

It is understood that this propositicn 
is subject to ratification by a by-law 
to be submitted for the approval of the 
ratepayers, as provided by the City 
Charter.

Gentlemen;—Your favor of December 
i4.

preference from Great Britain, because 
Canada is prosperous and does not need 
such preference. It does not appear to 
have oceurred to the ex-president of 
the Manufacturers Association that for | 
Canada to demand that the people of 
the motherland erect a tariff wall about | 
their country in order that they may | 
be able to grant favors te the cclony | 
would be an act of presumption on the 
part of Canada which would not like- 
ly further the cause of preference or 
the amicable relations existing between 
the motherland and the colony. Can- 
ada’s attitude towards the fiscal policy 
of Great Britain is and should be that 
that policy is the business and the ex- 
clusive business of the people of Great 
Britain. The tariff favors that have 
been granted by Canada to Great Britain 
have been granted voluntarily and were | 
| 


granted not more for the benefit of 
the British manufacturer than for the 
the benefit of the Canadian consumer. 
For such favors the British manufac- 
turer owes nothing to the efforts cf 
the Canadian manutacturers and the 
recent representations of these gentle- 
men before the tariff commission make 
it sufficiently clear that any further 
extension of the preference to British 
goods must be mace without their as- 
sistance and probably despite their op- 
position. In discrediting the develop- 
ment of preferentiai relations between 
Great Britain and Canada the Can- 
adian manufacturers are but adding 
evidence that they do not welcome the 
competition of the British manufacturer 
in the Canadian market.

COMFORTING DOCTRINES 

An unseeemly modesty of expression 
has seldom belied the fervor of spirit 
with which Canadian tariff discussions ; 
have been carried on. Canad‘ans have 
been accused of being a serious people 
and our most ardent champion would 
be forced to admit that the language 
in which our fiscal debates are con- 
ducted amply warrants the accusation. | 
We fancy however, that a new record | 
has been made in the class of solemn 
pronunciamentos on the tariff question 
when the Winnipeg Telegram avers | 
that “the Canadian who believes in the 
‘free importation of American goods is 
“incompetent to have any opinion at 
“ail.” The remark is at least unequi- 
yoeal. There is no attempt to avoid the 
issue or to shirk the plain admission 
that the Telegram considers the Free 
Trader a fool. Whether this is the 
case may be more or less a matter- of 
opinicn, but the high tariff journal of 
the west admits no disturbing doubt 
and puts on record its deep conviction 
that if any man believe the unhampered 
exchange of commodities with our 
southern neighbors would work for the 
advantage of himself and his country 
by the same token is he proven incan- 
able of forming an intelligent opinion. 

Nor is nis incapacity limited to the 
tariff question. Lacking the proper 
conception in this matter he must be 
off-side on all other questions. Mono- 
maniac or eccentric he cannot by any 
possibility be, but an all-round idiot. 
Protection, it would seem, is an elevat- 
ed view point whence and whence alone 
one may survey the universe in true | 
perspective. From this vantage ground 
we are assured that none may _ see 
amiss while those who have not clam- 
bered thither wandering blind and | 
helpless in the mists and vapors of the 
lower levels. It is probably an over- 
sight that this 7rank declaration is not 
foliowed by arn equaily frank proposal 
to deprive said ‘‘incompetents’’ of the 
privilege of the franchise. However 
comforting this self-complacent doctrine 
may be it requires no genius to conjure 
up its complement. Free traders who 
incline to differ with the opinion of 
the Telegram is to their mental con- 
dition may draw their consolation from 
the converse maxim, which is quite as 
well supported by the testimony o7!

years dreameu of the north Passage to 
India, so have the Canadians of the 
West ani Nor:hwest dreamed of a Hud- 
son Bay route to Europe. At last the 
dream of the latter is about to be real- 
ized and the wheat fields of Saskatch- 
ewan—which promises to be one of the 
greatest wheat growing countries of 
the world—will be as near Liverpool 
as are the fields of western New York. 
Already a railway is completed to 
vrithin 600 miles of Hudson Bay, the 
general course of the branch which 
will be extended to the bay has been 
decided upon, and the line will be com- 
pleted within the next four years. A 
steatnship line will, as soon as the 
rails are laid at the bay, at once estab- 
lish a line of steamers to ply bet ween 
Europe and the new port in Canada. 

The project is that of Mr. William 
Mackenzie, president of the Canadain 
Northern railroad and the J. J. Hill of 
Canada. 

Investigation as to the feasibility of 
the new route Mr. Mackenzie asserte 
dispells some of the uncertainties that 
have long been regarding it. Yet it 
is doubtless a fact that little is gen- 
erally known of the possibilities or im- 
possibilities of navigation on Hudson 
Bay, because there has never before 
been a real commercial need of an out- 
let for Canada via the bay. 

Conditions in Northwestern Canada 
have, however, changed very mater- 
ially within the last three years or so. 
Railroad building has opened up vast 
tracts of fertile land and the farm 
land boom in the United States has 
sent thousands of farmers across the 
line, where cheap lands can still be 
had. The result has been the greatest 
grain crop in 1905 Canada has ever 
raised. Of wheat alone the crop is 
estimated at 90 million bushels; and 
the crop is also heavy. A very large 
percentage of the wheat crop must 
find a market in Europe and it is be- 
yond the capacity of the railroads 
to haul the grain offered before the 
close of navigation on the lahk«s. This 
will result in much grain being car- 
ried through the winter at Lake ports, 
although some, of course, will take 
the long all-rail to the seaboard. 

But this is only the beginning of 
crop congestion in the Canadian 
Northwest. The increased production 
during the next five years is bound to 
be relatively so much in excess of the 
increase in transportation facilities 
that it will be impossible to move one 


crop before another is ready to ore 
a- 


vest. In fact the transportation 
cilities and the development of the 
country have been reversed. Until 


recently the railroads led the country. 
Now the country is leading the rail- 
roads faster than they can be built. 

This congestion, defendent upon 
such a condition must be provided 
for—a free outlet from these great 
wheat fields isa positive necessity 
and Huison’s Bay is the ideal theor- 
etical outlet. But it is practicable? 
Mr. William Mackenzie says that it is. 
Mr. B. E. Walker, manager of the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce, of Torento 
which has many branches tirough 
Canada and who is deeply interested 
in the commercial development of 
Nerthwestern Canada, agrees with 
Mr. Mackenzie. Mr. Walker has inves- 
tigated the matter thoroughly wand be 
lieves there is no question regarding 
its practicability. 

The advantages of the Hudson’s Bay 
route cannot be over estimated. It 
means that the centre of this great 
wheat country willbe as near @ se€a- 
port es it- is now to Lake Superior. 
Practically the whole haul from Fert 
William or Lake Superior to the sea- 
eliminated. Further- 
more, the North West will receive its 
European supplies at greatly reduced 
freight rates and minus eastern job- 
pers’ profits. 

The branch of the Canadian North- 
ern road which will be built to the oay 
will be extended from a point in Sas- 
katchewan just to the west of the 
northwestern corner of Manitoba. it

Of course ice breakers would | 
be required at the port.

POLLING FIGURES AND TIJE CAP- 
ITAL QUESTION 
(From the Frank Paper) 

In another cOluran is given’ the 
official count of the ballots cast in the 
first Provincial election, held Novem- 
ber 9th, last. The figures'show the 
total number of votes actually polled 
in each of the twenty-three ridings ir 
which an election was held. Two con-_ 
stituencies are nct included, Athabas- 
ca where no election was held, and 
Peace River where the election was 
declared to have been invalid. The 
figures show the total vote cast in the 
province to have been 24,748 exclusive 
of the two districts named: 

The matter of chief interest to be 
gleaned from the figures, has_ refer- 
ence to the location of the permanent 
capital. The opposition to the 
ital being permanently located at Ed- 
monten has been based upon the claim 
that a very large majority of the in- 
habitants of the province reside south 
of Red Deer and that in consequence 
the conveniencer of by far the larger 
portion of the population would be 
better served by having the capital 
further south. The figures show that 
13,199 votes were polied south of Red 
Deer and 10.628 north of tath point. 
Adi to that number the 400 or 500 
votes which it is commonly estimated 
might be polled in the two districts 
not counted and the south has approx- 


imately 2000 votes the best of the 
north. That would appear to _ be 
about the present status of the sit- 


uation. When it is taken into account 
that the population of the province is 
increasing very rapidly, that the prob- 
ability is that it will be nearly, if not 
quite, doubled within the next five 
years and that the major portion of 
the tide of immigration is flowing to 
the north, it may readily bee seen that 
the situation may and doubtless wili 
be materially altered within the next 


! few years as regards the centre of pop- 


ulation and the smal! margin the beat 
of it which the south now has is not 
only most likely to be wiped out but 
the north is mosi likely to have a de- 
cided advantage in the very near fu- 
ture in the number of its inhabi- 
tants.

The shareholders lost 
their money, the directors, manager and 
treasurer were personally liable for va- 
rying amounts ranging from $200 oa 
the part or the directors, to $3,000 or 
$6,000 on the part of the’ treasurer, 
John A. Simpson, when the: Hon. Frank 
Oliver at the earnest solicitation of Mr. 
Simpson, prevailed on the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture to come to 
the relief of the district. They consent- 
ed to manage a creamery at Innisfail 
on one condition; and that was that! a 
new company should be formed which 
should huy out the old company at the 
valuation put on it by a representative 
| 


of the government. They accepted the | 
offer against their will and started un- 
der the following handicaps. Our peo- 
ple were generally nct well off and 
could not furnish enough milk to en- 
sure financial success. We were com- 
pelled to pay several times what the 
plant was wor'h, our patrons were 4un- 
informed as tc principles of cc-opera- 
tion and they had little faith in the 
success of the busfness, yet in spite of 
all these drawbacks we have achieved 
great success. The business was run 
at a loss the first year. Last vear the 
patrons received the largest price they 
have ever received and will receive in- 
terest at the rate of eight per, cent on 
the amount of their shares, the same 
as they did the year before and a divi- 
dend in proportion to the amount of 
butter furnished. There has been a 
steady growth of confidence in the busi- 
ness and a steady and large yearly in- 

crease in the amount of butter manu- 

factured. This result has not been 

reached by chance. What elements 
have contributed to this remarkable 
success? ist, Entire confidence on the 
part of the people in government con- 

trol. They know that it matters not 

if the superintendent shouid prove rec- 
reant to his trust their hard earned 
dollars are safe. 2nd. The superin- 
tendent has been efficient and has look- 
ed closely after the interests o. the pat- 
rons and has conducted his department 
without fear or favor, doing always 
what in his judgment was best. 3rd.
